They are dubbed "Pluto's play- 
mates" after the newly discover- 
ed planet, Pluto, because the outer 
edge of their orbit is believed to 
be close to the path where the 
new planet swings. 


A good show is promised—50 to 


150 meteors an hour, for patient 
watchers who are lucky enough to 
get the right sky conditions. The 
public is invited to sit in this 
year and help the astronomers by 
getting hourly counts of the per- 
seids.

"The perseids give the best an- 


nual shower and come at a time 
of year when the nights are pleas- 
ant. 
They are therefore the best
